According to the story told by the 
crew, the Lucia did not sink because 
of the torpedo, but because her car- 
go of heavy army trucks became un- 
‘lashed and stove holes in her water- 
{tight compartments during a storm. 

The Lucia, a converted Austrian 
ship, was in Pensacola when the 
United States declared war on Aus- 
tria. She was seized and sent to 
Mobile, Where the safety compart- 
ments were put into her as an ex- 
periment. She sailed for Europe 
early in October and was near the 
coast of England on Oct. 17 when a 
torpedo crashed into her port side,. 
amidships, and, penetrating to the 
engine room, exploded. The four 
men on watch were killed instantly 
and a burst of live steam shot into 
the fireroom, where five stokers were 
feeding the flames. 


Despite all this, the stokers put 
out the fires so the ship would be 
in no further danger, and staggered 
to the deck. The captain, an old 
salt-water sailor, had no faith in the 
experiment and ordered the remain- 
ing 81 members of the crew to the 
boats. The Lucia sank slowly until 
her decks were three feet above the 
water und there she settled and rode 
at ease. The captain and the gun 
crew stuck to the vessel watching 
for the submarine. At 4 o’clock, 
none having been sighted, the men 
returned and breakfasted on board 
the Lucia. Before noon the black 
clouds that had been observed earlier 
by the crew scurried to them, the 
wind rose and threatening thunder 
rumbles could be heard. Then the) 
storm broke. 

The ship pitched and rolled, with 
the men sticking to her deck. In 
addition to a general cargo in her ne 


holds, the Lucia carried several five-jg 
ton army trucks, lashed to her decks.

MRS. JOHN W. GATES, WIDOW 
OF FINANCIER, LEFT $30,000,000 


Died Yesterday at Hotel in New 
York, Following Attack of 
Apoplexy.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Mrs. Del- 
lora R: Gates, widow of John W. 
Gates, died yesterday at the Hotel 
Plaza, where she lived, after an at- 
tack of apoplexy. 

Mrs. Gates always had taken an 
active interest in the great financial 
affairs of her husband, whose death 
in 1911 left in trust to her and their 
only son, Charles G. Gates, a for- 
tune estimated at over $30,000,000. 
The death of her son in 1913 left 
Mrs. Gates to carry alone the busi- 
ness responsibilities of the estate. 

Mrs. Gates was born near St. 
Charles, Ill., in 1855, and was mar- 
ried to Gates in 1873.

‘VITAL STATISTICS SHOW prreaT | 
' OF PRIVATIONS IN BERLIN 


15,397 More Deaths Than Births in 
1917; Increase of 7000 Deaths 
With 70,000 Fewer Residents. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Wednesday, Nov. 27.— 
The vital statistics of Berlin, the pub- 
lication of which heretofore-has been 
prohibited, are now available. They 
disclose the almost catastrophic ef- 
fect of the war's privations on the 
people of Berlin. 

The excess of births over deaths in 
1913 was 12,766. In 1916 there was 
an excess of deaths over births of 
4440, and there were 15,397 more 
deaths than births in 1917. These 
figures do not include the soldiers 
who died at the front or in hospitals. 
The total number of deaths in 1917 
was 7000 more than the previous 
year, despite the fact that Berlin's 
population had decreascd 73,000.

It was evident that Mr. Wickersham twisted a persona! 
and partisan bias into a law opinion, with the usual re- 
sult, viz: that the opinion was not worth the paper 
upon which it was written. 

If Mr. Wickersham had the opinion that the President 
could not leave the country without abandoning thé 
presidency, he carefully kept it to himself when his 
chief, Mr. Taft, while President, twice left the country, 
once to go to Panama and once to dine with President 
Diaz in Mexico. 

Mr. Taft himself repudiates the Wickersham view in 
his book entitled “The Presidency.” He not only says 
that there is no law governing the question of the Pres- 
ident’s going out of the country, but says that in our 
times disability on account of a trip abroad, as contem- 
plated in the constitutional paragraph providing for dis- 
ability, is not likely, because of the telegraph, wireless 
and telephone, which enable the President to receive in- 
formation from Washington and communicate his wishes 
to his subordinates. 

Senator Lodge, an able constitutional authority, with 
long experience, says: “The office and functions of the 
President will follow Mr. Wilson wherever he goes.”’ 

Senators Borah and Simmons take issue with Mr. 
Wickersham and utterly repudiate his opinion as to the 
legality and consequences of the President’s trip. 

The whole question of the President's trip resolves 
itself into what we said it was in the beginning, a ques- 
tion of judgment and sound policy. Is it necessary? Is 
it desirable? Can he accomplish more in the direction 
of achieving the result of the war he is seeking for 
the United States and the world by personal presence 
and conference than through delegates under his direc- 
tion and advice in Washington? Is there anything at 


home more important than the peace conference, or that 
requires his personal presence and influence here more 
than they are required at the conference which is ex- 
pected to establish justice and liberty and to settle the 
relations of nations for the future—to garner the fruits 
of the war for democracy, the greatest‘ war in history? 

It is full time for lawyers at least‘to understand that 
the Constitution does not enforce itbelf. The makers of 
the Constitution wisely provided for contingencies 
which might arise and empowered Congress to act in the 
event of contingency. This presidential disability clause 
is that kind of provision. It safeguards the presidential 
office. 

Meanwhile, it is gratifying to learn that the President| 
will take Congress and the country into his confidence 
and to receive assurances that the ciamps will not be 
put upon news from the peace conference. There wil] 
be no Creel censorship. Before forming final judgment, 
let us give Mr. Wilson a fair hearing. 
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FAIRNESS TO 8sT. LOUIS 

Since the ban on the manufacture of all brewery 
products is designed to conserve grain and fuel, it could 
be lifted in St. Louis for the manufacture of nonalco- 
holic beverages without dangerous effect on the supply 
of either food or fuel. There is no fuel shortage in St. 
Louis and the breweries have enough malt and hops to 
run thém until the Federal prohibition measure goes 
into effect. 

The sugar and fuel ban has been lifted from gl! soft 
drinks except the brewery beverages, although there is 
a real sugar shortage. In fairness, the brewers ought to 
be permitted to use up the materials on hand in the 
manufacture of soft drinks at least. 

The immediate cessation of all production and the 
closing of the great brewery plants means a heavy loss 
to St. Louis and a hardship upon thousands of salary 
and wage earners. 

The Chamber of Commerce, as a matter of fairness to 
St. Lapis. and-to these concerns, should persist in the 
effort to obtain, at least, equitable treatment for St. 


Louis manufacturing interests. 
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NEW LAWS TO PROTECT CHILDREN 

The report of the Missouri Children’s Code Commis- 
sion gives a program for legislation in behalf of the 
children which the commission hopes to have enacted 
at the coming session of the Legislature. 

Missouri has :a juvenile population of about a million 
and a half. Sixty-five per cent of these children live 
in the rural districts, but existing laws pay little atten- 
tion to their welfare. 

Under the proposed amendments to the child labor law, 
children under 14 will be prohibited from labor, except 
agricultural while the schools are not in session. The 
age for work in what are called street trades will be 
raised to 12 years for boys and 18 for girls. And such 
workers will have to be licensed. No child will be per- 
mitted to work at night messenger service, which has 
been found demoralizing to children. The compulsory 
school period will be extended, and provision made to 
bring in the deaf, blind and crippled children, under spe- 
cial care. One of the best ideas to be embodied in the 
law ig for eontinuation classes for working children, so 
that their education may be more nearly completed. 

The welfare of the jllegitimate child is to be provided 
for by a law for the establishment of paternity through 
court proceedings, support by both parents according 
to their means, and especially by giving the illegitimate 
child an equal right of inheritance from the father with 
his other children. It is believed that this last provi- 
sion, by impressing responsibility upon men, would 
greatly reduce the ratio of illegitimacy. 

Other revisions of existing laws proposed by the com- 
mission, such as the prohibition of marriage of feeble- 
‘minded, epileptic and imbecile persons, the licensing and 
supervision of maternity hospitals and the creation of 
divisions of hygiene in the State Board of Health for the 
study and diminution of infant mortality, are in line 
with the better care of children. 
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WHY ASK CONGRESS? | 

Request has been made to Congress to authorize the 
taking over by the Government of ‘thé radio stations and 
all facilities of radio service. Why this extraordinary 
concession to Congress? If the Atlantic cable lines can 
be seized and the consolidation of Western Union and 
Postal offices. ordered under the administrative war 
powers, after the war is over and without further action 
by Congress, why is it necessary to consult anybody 
about a matter of such minor property value and im- 
portance as the future of the radio plants? 

New inventions have removed many of the former 
handicaps to dependable radio service. Permanent pos- 
session of the radio plants, with their threat of for- 
midable competition, may possibly be useful in silencing

THE ZUYDER ZEE. 
From the Atlanta Cemettution. 

N illustration of one or the beneficent 

effects of the war upon the ultimate 
welfare of the world is afforded by the 
revival of the great project of reclaiming 
the Zuyder Zee by the Dutch. 

The war, in other words, has so im- 
bued the people of Holland with the 
sense of value of fertile land that this 
great project, that has lain dormant 
through 32 years of peace time, has been 
given new life and the Netherlands Par- 
liament has just voted the necessary in- 
itiai appropriation to start it on the way 
to actual development. 

The ultimate plan is to drive the sea 
pack from 480,000 acres of the richest 
land at a total cost of $90,000,000; but 
the Government will not undertake to do 
this all at once. Instead, the project will 
be completed in sections, the idea being 
to make the income from each section 
contribute to the completion of its suc- 
cessors, thus averting too heavy expendi- 
ture upon the Government at any one 
time. 

The first section to be reclaimed em- 
braces 46,000 acres. Its redemption will 
cost in the neighborhood of $26,000,000, 
and entails eight years of time in its ac- 
complishment. The Government esti- 
mates that the entire project will be com- 
pleted by the easy stages process within 
the next 35 years. 

A rental of $13 per acre for the re- 
cla'med land has been fixed by the Gov- 
ernment. This is high, judged by rentul 
values of agricultural lands in the South; 
but when the productivity of the land is 
taken into account, together with the 
certainty of world-wide high prices for 
agricultural commodities for many years 
to come, it seems not so excessive. 

The Dutch Government expects to di- 
vide the new land into 4000 farms, and 
supporting thereon a population of 200,- 
000; which will mean that each 40-acre 
tract is expected to support 16 persons 
ana their domestic animals, in addition 
to reimbursing the Government for its 
own réclamation. 

In order for the land to do this, good 
farming will be necessary, but such are 
the frugal Hollanders. They know how 
to make every square foot of land give 
a cash account of itself, and the Nether- 
lands authorities are sanguine as to the 


success of the newly-launched enterprise, 
and of its permanent benefit to the na- 
tion. 

It is interesting to mentally speculate 
upon what the people of Holland would 
do—how fortunate they would feel, in 
other words—if they had the immeasvura- 
bly less formidable Okefenoke, and other 
Georgia swamp areas, to deal with in- 
stead of the Zuyder Zee! 

We are permitting our vast wunre- 
claimed areas to lie unused year after 
year; but sooner or later we, too, vill 
have to emulate the Hollanders in re-

66 HE Bolsheviki seem to have the 
Teoria pretty well frightened,” 
Mr. Antwine said. “One hears 
every day expressions indicating that 
this is the case, and pessimism is hav- 
ing such a field day as the oldest in- 
habitant cannot remember to have 
seen equalied. 

“] don’t feel that way about Bolshev- 
ism. To me it is no more than the nat- 
ural reaction from extremism in both 
Russia and Germany. There has been 
no such extermism either in England 
or this country, and they therefore can- 
not be in any great peril of the reac- 
tion. 

“It is absuré to say that this sart of 
thing is going to engulf us all, or that 
in destroying autocracy we have let 
lcose the wild beast which is to devour 
civilization and hurl us all back into 
barbarism. The French had a reac- 
tion’ from extremism, and France has 
been in some respects the very flower 
of civilization for as long as anyone 
living can remember. The Russian re- 
action is in my opinion greater than 
that in Germany can be, simply be- 
cause Russia had been the victim of 
extremism much longer than Germany 
had been. It had left her dangerous- 
ly close to barbarism before the reac- 
tion came. 

‘The more democratic countries are 
not, so far as I can make out, in any 
great danger of Bolshevism. They 
have corrected and are correcting too 
many of its causes. It becomes a pessi- 
r.ist to believe that we shall all wake 
up in this old world some morning to 
find the gentlemen with hong whiskers 
and uncombed hair in command, but 
there is no reason on earth for the rest 
of us to lose our fine faith in the steady 
improvement of humankind. . 

“Let’s believe better things of our- 
selves and the world. Let's believe 
that the evils out of which Bolshevism 
grew are being correctéd, and that the 
time is not far distant when we shall 
all shave regularly in the same barber 
shop. 

‘That is the thought I want to leave 
with you today. Faint heartedness, 
or the grotesque notion that Bill Hay- 
wood will be our next President, are 
for glooms. Let us be joys.”

GOOD ROADS. 


HAT a fine thing it would be if 
W this great country turned from 

the war to the huge task of mak- 
ing good roads! We need to do some- 
thing to exercise our horsepower and 
invention, and when we are not build- 
ing a canal across Panama or knock- 
ing a tyrant off his throne we are, as 
the poet said, “restless and ill at ease.” 
We need good roads in this land as we 
have never needed anything. We have 
the automobile, with which we could 
all get somewhere—if we had roads. 
The average American road is no more 
than the fruit of our shothfulness. We 
are ashamed of it, but we do nothing 
about it. When one of our state legis- 
latures meets and good roads are 
mentioned, the members sit there and 
blink their eyes as if someone were 
proposing the excavation of Nineveh. 
They don't know that what is being 
proposed is the excavation of their 
own state from the very sands of the 
past. Every one of these legislatures 
passes whenever it meets some sort of 
road bill; but where are the roads? 


The Ford is our most popular automo- 


bile because it can navigate such 
courses as we have charted. The roads 
in Missouri are an abomination in the 
sight of civilization, and every quarter 
of a mile there lives on them a “nan 
whose life is given up to keeping them 
just as they are. A man can become 
a martyr by advocating good roads in 
Missouri much quicker than he could 
by embracing Christianity in Rome 
during the reign of Nero. We can never 
have good roads if we wait for the 
states to make them. The country 
knows that, and it has already 
stretched out a helping hand to the 
states, each of which is in itself too 
timid to move and too blind to see what 
good roads mean. There are less than 
half a dozen exceptions. As soon 4s 
Europe is reopened to tourists all those 
who can do that will go to Europe to 
ride on the European roads. We have 
people who ship their automobiles 
thousands of miles to ride through the 
Berkshires on smooth roads. Califor- 
nia has long ago made the rest of us 
pay for her good roads, and she is con- 
stantly building more of them at our 
expense. Crossing Missouri in an auto- 
mobile is a good deal like crossing the 
Atlantic in a canoe.

| Practical Plans for Buying and | 
Methods of Avoiding Waste 
Are Demonstrated. 


| Practical demonstrations in the 
avoidance of kitchen, storage, pur- 


chasing and table waste, illustrated 
in object lessons arranged by Miss 
Carrie Pancoast and associates of 
the Agricultural Extension Depart- 
ment, Missouri State University, form 
an instructive exhibit at the Patriotic 
Food Show at the Coliseum this 
week, offering many valuable hints 
to the housewife who wishes to econ- 
omize to the utmost degree. 

The advantage of buying non-per- 
ishables in large quantities is illus- 
trated in the presence of cans of 


each attached showing that several 
cents per pound can be gained by 
purchasing gallon rather than quart 
cans of syrups, lard substitutes, 
fruits, ete. The saving is due to the 
fact that the cost of packing is the 
same for the smaller as for the larger 
quantity. 

A can of dried peaches alongside 
na quantity of the same fruit dried 
shows how 29% cents more_is paid 
for the canned product, both having 
the same nutritive value.” There are 
two exhibits of prunes, the one shriv- 
eled and having small pits, the other 
having large pits, and having been 
‘plumped by soaking and dipped ina 
sugar solution are more attractive in 
appearance, weigh more when sold 
by the pound, are more bulky when 
sold by measure, are, of course, high- 
er priced, while both have the same 
value as food. 

The disadvantage of buying egg 
substitutes which are said to have 
the leavening and thickening prop- 
erties of eggs, but are devoid of 
the mineral and “protective” prop- 
erties is shown by the display in sau- 
cers of the alleged components of the 
substitute, cornstarch and baking 
powder in proportionate quantities. 
The average egg Substitute, priced at 
25 cents, it is stated by the speaker 
for the Agricultural Department of 
the University, contains about 2% 
cents’ worth of cornstarch and 2 7-10 
worth of baking powder, and contains 
at the same time, about one-sixth of 
the energ value of 25 cents’ worth of 
eggs at the prevailing prices. An 
exhibit of prepared corn products is 
cesigned to show that 38 cents’ worth | 
of the prepared article contains no 
more food substance than 7% cents’ 
worth of plain corn meal: how 19 
cents’ worth of one prepared wheat 
product and 43 cents worth of an- 
cther, about equal 8 cents’ worth of a 
plain wheat meal, in food value, and 
how 38 cents’ worth of an attractive- 
ly prepared rice product contains no 
more nutriment than 15 cents’ worth 
of plain rice. 

Also you are advised that broken 
rice at a lower price is just as high 
in food value as the whole polished 
grain at a fancy price. 

Pinto Beans Approved. 

An instructive table showing the 
comparative waste and edible quanti- 
ty in various cuts of meat at their 
market prices is available to visitors 
to the booth. You are admonished to 
buy pinto beans instead of navy 
beans, so much in demand by the 
armies. And to buy dried lima beans 
at this season rather than the so- 
called fresh ones of this variety 
which really are only dried beans 
soaked by the dealer so that they are 
more bulky. You are advised that 
preserved eggs are just as high in 
food value as fresh ones, and that 
seeded raisins at 20 cents are cheaper 
than a box of the unseeded ones at 
15 cents; that bulk articles such as 
macaroni are just as good at lower 
prices as the same article in fancy 
packages. — 

Kitchen waste is to be avoided by 
cooking in double boilers rather than 
in single pans to which quantities of 
food adhere. Fats are to be con- 
served as well as nutriment by bak- 
ing instead of frying potatoes, cro- 
pa egg hash, etc. A frying pan, in- 

eed, is disulayed as a “w 
barbarism.” — 


Wool Also Must Be Saved. 


A storage waste in rot is to be 
avoided by keeping apples and vege- 
tables in wire or other open baskets 
through which the air can circulate 
and by sorting the articles frequent- 
ly and to avoid mold in the bread 
box it should be kept dry and clean. 
frequently aired, and the stale bread 
sorted and reheated. Vegetables and 
fruits that suffer from wilt should 
be kept in sealed jars or cans. 

Table waste is to Be avoided by 
the climination of unnecessary and 
non-edible garnishes, by simplifying 
the menu, avoiding duplication of 
food values, and by letting the family 
help themselves from a common dish 
at the table. Bread should always 
be cut at the table as needed. 

The saving of wool and other cloth 
is recognized as closely allied in im- 
portance to food conservation and a 
booth is conducted to illustrate the 
reduction of old wool into shoddy.

ae: Spite of Having but One Dark Horse, the Pikers 


Were There 


~ Billikens’ Poor Tackling 
Unable to Check Pikeway 
Eleven’s Great Backfield 


Finished Defensive Work Might Have Prevented All These 
Washington Touchdowns, Yesterday—Rutherford’s Team 
.Shows Power and Polish—Simpson a Great General. 


By John E. Wray. 


HEN Nebraska University’s strong football eleven lines up at Francis | 
Field here Saturday, Dec. 7, in a struggle for the 1918 Missouri Valley 
football championship, it will face what is probably the best-balanced, 
best-coached and most-finished football machine that ever represented the 


Washington University. 

That much was evident to the 7000 
Spectators who saw the Pikers de-' 
feat the St. Louis University football | 
squad, 19——0, on a muddy field—at 
least it was plain to that part of the| 
crowd familiar with the local uni- 
Versity representations in past vears. 

Washington showed them every- 
thing they have so long asked for— 
physique, fight and finish, plus foot- 


all intelligence. When the big red- 
jerseyed squad threw off their blan- 
kets for the pre-battle warmup, those 
who saw the eleven for the first time 
this season remarked on the splen- 
didly balanced makeup of the men. | 
The line included only good-sized 
players, fast but not bulky. The 
backfield was by no means puny and 
contained a splendid combination of 
sprinters, forward passers, line- 
plungers and field generals. It was 
a backfield that, after the game, 
caused a “Big Tan” offieial to re- 
mark; ‘“That’s the best set of backs 
I've seen this season.”’

And it is right here that one may 
halt, when seeking the difference be- 


tween the elevens that faced each 
@ther yesterday. For the Washing- 
ton backfield outclassed the St. Louis 
U. men doing everything. They sup- 
‘Plied the big punch that made possi- 
ble Washington's victory. 

Proof of this is found in the statis- 
tics of the game, which show that al- 
though the elevens were fairly close- 
ly balanced in attacking angtes of the 
game, the special ability and alert- 
ness of the Piker backs eventuated in | 
the thres touchdowns, all the result 
of tong runs, due to shifty dodging | 
and rapid sprinting. 

If there was any one patent defect 
about the defeated side, it was in its 
tackling. To the spectator in the 
grand stand it appeared that good 
tackling by the defending team could 
have prevented any Washington 
score, 

The manner in which the points 
were counted will explain this. After 
playing without a tally in the first 
quarter, early in the second period 
Capt. Berger received a forward pass 
near his own 30-yard line and start- 
ed for the enemy goal. Before he was 
fully under way three men had dived 
at him and two had their hands on 
him. Once he seemed about to be 
downed, but he pulled free, Good in- 

lnetarference thereafter helped clear the 
way for his 40-yard run for a touch- 
down. 


“Dark Horse’? Makes Good. 


A few minutes later Evans took a 
forward pass and squirmed out of 
the hands of several would-be tack- 
lers. Apparently Evans also was 
down, at one time; but he was up 
and eluded the enemy eleven for an- 
other score that was seemingly pre- 
Ventable by good, sharp tackling. 

On the final touchdown the defect 
was still more evident. This occurred 
in the third period. Berger snatched 
a St. Louis U. forward pass out of 
the waiting hands of a Billiken re- 
eeiver and started eastward down the 
south side-line. Seeing his way cut 
off, he turned and sped back north- 
wards to circle the end, with entire 
Billiken eleven waiting to head him 
off. 

With half the length of the field 
separating him from goal, a score 
seemed an impossibility. But the 
Washington team quickly formed in- 
terference for him and, after Berger 
himself had shaken off two or three 
men who seemed to have his num- 
ber, the splepdid protection § given 
him by his teammates enabled him 
to sprint the rest of the way in safety. 

The weakness of the enemy tack- 
ling in these instances should not be 
construed in any sense as detracting 
from the splendid running ability of 
the back field. Lack of just ‘such 
men, and the splendid work of Bu- 
sick and Feuerborn, the Piker erds 
probably prevented St. Louis U. from 
making good one or two of its own 
successful forward passes. 

For the rest, neither team had 
much on the other. St. Louis U. was 
never in the scoring zone through its 
own efforts and Washington had but 
one real chance to cross St. Louis U.’s | 
zonal line through the aid of a run- | 
ning attack. That time, checked in 
the last 10 yards, Simpson was forced | 
to try a forward pass across the goal | 
line. It failed. 

Both elevens early in the first half | 
found that a rushing attack had 
vieHied nothing. Both iines were 
tight as a drum-head, as a rule, and 
the ends of both elevens did really 
clever defensive work. The weak 
frounding gaining by running attack 
was shown in the fact that each 
eleven made but four first downs in 
the zcame,. St. Louis Ll. combining two 
of them in sequence, 

Doubtless everyone went away 
with the impression that Washington 
lfad all the advantage of St. Louis U., 
on the forward pass, As a matter of 
fact in the matter of completed passes 
St. Louis UU. outdid Washington. It 
completed 7 out of 23 efforts, whfle 
Washington completed 4 out of 21 
tries. Through the second half 
Washington made 12 attempts at for- 
ward passing without one succeeding. 
As a matter of fact, on one occasion 
the attempt met with a loss of 7

Washington's forward passing, 
however, was of a type that promised 
much greater scoring possibilities.
